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Teens  are  resioonding  to  today's  increased  emphasis  on 
technological  and  teaching  skills — as  evidenced  by  attendance 
figures  from  the  10th  annual  Chicago  Area  Career  Conference. 

/  total  of  1,764  high  school  and  junior  college  students 
attended  the  conference,  held  March  29  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago.   The  total  represents  a  2£  per  cent  increase 
in  attendance  over  1£57. 

The  all-day  conference  is  sponsored  annually  by  Illinois 
Tech,  the  Chicago  Technical  Cocieties  Council,  and  the  Chicago 
3un- Times , 

Thirty-two  per  cent  of  the  total  attendance  was  recorded  in 
panels  dealing  with  engineering  and  physical  and  medical  sciences. 
An  increase  in  attendance  of  31  per  cent  above  last  year  was 
recorded  in  the  elementary  and  secondary  teaching  panels.

Koppe's  painting,  "Winged  Spectre,"  is  an  allegorical 
study  depicting  the  relationships  of  man  and  flight  in  somber 
earth  colors, 

Koppe  is  an  associate  professor  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  where  he  heads  the  visual  design  section  of 
IIT*s  Institute  of  Design. 
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The  winner  of  numerous  awards,  Koppe  has  exhibited  works 
in  more  than  50  public  shows  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Europe,   His  work  is  included  in  a  number  of  museums  and  in  more 
than  30  private  collections,   Koppe  also  is  known  for  the  murals 
and  other  decor  which  de  designed  for  the  Hotel  Sherman's 
Well  of  the  Sea  restaurant  in  Chicago,   Koppe  currently  has  a 
one-man  exhibition  in  Gallery  4,  Detroit,  Mich, 

A  black-and-white  photograph  of  an  abstract  painting  by 
another  Illinois  Tech  faculty  member  also  is  featured  in  the 
catalog.   It  is  "The  City,"  by  Misch  Kohn,  associate  professor 
at  the  design  institute. 

Kohn  is  known  primarily  for  his  wood  engravings.   He 
studied  production  of  colored  prints  by  wood  cuts  in  Paris  on 
a  Guggenheim  fellowship, 
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Chicago — Contrary  to  the  trend  in  many  areas  of  business 
activity  throughout  the  country,  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  today  reported  a  record  dollar 
volume  of  research  and  development  contracts  in  the  first  half 
of  its  fiscal  year. 

Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  said  in 
a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  during  the  first  half  of 
the  fiscal  year  the  organization  performed  $7,082,000  in  research 
work,  a  five  per  cent  increase  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  report  stated  that  the  increase  in  the  Foundation's 
business  was  reflected  in  both  industrial  and  government  contracts, 
During  the  six  months  period,  new  industrial  research  programs 
started  by  the  Foundation  increased  14  per  cent  over  the  first 
half  of  the  previous  year, 

"At  least  in  our  case,"  Leedy  said,  "these  figures  express 
the  confidence  of  industry  and  government  in  the  importance  of 
research  as  a  vital  factor  in  the  expansion  of  our  economy  and 
national  defense,  and  in  supplying  some  of  the  answers  to  reverse 
the  current  recession  trend." 
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Leedy  cited  the  long-range  vision  of  business  firms  and 
government  agencies  for  not  reducing  research  expenditures  in 
a  period  of  recession  trend.   He  pointed  out  that  it  takes  an 
average  of  five  years  from  the  inception  of  a  research  project 
to  the  final  reality  of  a  new  or  improved  product  or  process. 
Because  of  this,  he  said,  any  serious  curtailment  of  research 
funds  would  not  be  immediately  apparent,  but  could  affect  the 
nation's  economy  and  national  defense  advancement  at  a  time  when 
such  knowledge  is  needed  most. 

"Continued  investments  of  ample  funds  in  carefully-planned 
research  projects,"  Leedy  said,  "can  be  an  effective  'shot  in 
the  arm'  during  our  present  economic  situation  and  at  the  same 
time  provide  the  assurance  of  the  further  expansion  of  our 
economy." 

Leedy  pointed  to  the  following  projects  which  the 
Foundation  initiated  in  the  past  six  months  as  examples  of 
needed  scientific  knowledge:   A  feasibility  study  to  produce  a 
nuclear  powered  independent  light  source;  a  new  branch  of  optics 
known  as  fiber  optics,  involving  a  number  of  glass  or  plastic 
rods  that  transmit  light  and  images  "around  corners;"  the  use 
of  ozone  in  the  sterilization  of  blood  plasma;  and  new  applications 
of  electronic  data  processing  machines. 

Leedy  said  research  is  "one  of  the  nation's  most  important 
answers  to  economic  and  technological  advancement,  whether  in 
the  form  of  a  better  way  of  life,  improved  health  or  in  the 
defense  of  the  country, 
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"Spaceography" — the  geography  of  space — will  be  discussed 
at  8  p.m.  Wednesday,  April  16,  in  the  first  of  a  new  evening 
division  lecture  series  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago. 

Dr.  M,  Alden  Countrjrman,  IIT  associate  professor  of 
physics,  will  present  the  opening  lecture. 

The  five-lecture  series  will  highlight  space  travel 
limitations,  problems,  and  implications.   Lectures  will  be 
presented  on  April  23,  30,  May  7,  and  14  in  the  IIT  Chemistry 
Building,  3255  S,  Dearborn  St.,  according  to  Dr.  Vincent  J. 
Gushing,  manager  of  propulsion  and  fluid  mechanics  research  at 
IIT's  Armour  Research  Foundation,   Cushing  is  coordinating  the 
program.

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Chicago — Though  often  accused  of  pre-empting  the  individual, 
automation *s  most  important  element  is  people. 

This  was  the  opinion  expressed  at  the  Morrison  Hotel  here 
today  (April  21)  by  Dr.  Gerhard  A.  Nothmann,  manager  of  mechanical 
engineering  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Speaking  at  the  third  annual  Conference  on  Automation, 
si>cnsored  by  the  University  of  Chicago,  Nothmann  said  that  the  most 
important  kind  of  automation  in  the  future  will  rely  on  people  who 
can  incorporate  many  technical  disciplines  into  complex  processes. 

He  said  that  only  with  a  marriage  of  various  scientific  and 
engineering  elements  will  automation  achieve  interesting  and 
significant  developments. 

"Such  a  union  will  not  only  require  people  who  are  specialists 
in  a  number  of  fields,"  Nothmann  added,  "but  those  who  can  get  down 
to  fundamentals  as  well,  because  they  will  have  to  deal  with 
basic  equations  which  apply  to  almost  all  sciences." 

This  requires  that  engineering  students  be  given  the  entire 
breadth  of  technical  education  in  order  to  provide  them  with 
proper  training  for  designing  automatic  systems,  he  said.

It  used  to  be  that  after  graduation  much  course  work  in 
such  areas  as  mathematics,  kinematics,  electronics,  and  dynamics 
was  laid  aside,  leaving  professional  growth  primarily  to 
practical  experience,  Nothmann  pointed  out. 

In  contrast,  today's  graduating  engineering  student  can  be 
assured  that  the  technical  and  scientific  knowledge  which  he  has 
acquired  will  be  vital  in  helping  him  become  a  member  of  a  team 
designing  a  modern,  complex  automation  system.

Dr.  John  Day  Larkin,  dean  of  liberal  studies  and  chairman

Student  work  will  be  shown  in  the  Institute  of  Design, 
architecture,  city  and  regional  planning,  home  economics,  and 
technical  drawing  departments.

Dr.  Owen  A.  Saunders,  professor  and  head  of  the  mechanical 
engineering  department  at  the  Imperial  College,  University  of  London, 
will  discuss  "Recent  Developments  in  Engineering  Heat  Transfer"  at 
7:30  p.m.  in  the  Siegel  Hall  auditorium,  3301  S.  Dearborn  St. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Saunders  will  address  a  faculty  seminar 
on  "Convective  Cooling  of  Rotating  Discs  and  Cylinders,"  according 
to  Dr.  Stothe  P.  Kezios,  associate  professor  and  director  of  the 
IIT  heat  transfer  laboratory. 

Saunders  is  dean  of  the  City  and  Guilds  College,  London,  and 
formerly  served  as  scientific  officer  for  the  British  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  During  World  War  II,  he  was  on 
loan  to  the  British  Directorate  of  Turbine  Engines,   He  is  vice 
president  of  the  Institution  of  Mechanical  Engineers  and  the  British 
Internal  Combustion  Engines  Research  Association. 

Saunders  is  on  a  lecture  tour  of  American  universities  and 
technological  institutions.   His  lecture  at  Illinois  Tech  is  sponsored 
by  the  IIT  mechanical  engineering  and  mechanics  departments  and  the 
heat  transfer  section  of  the  propulsion  and  fluid  mechanics  research 
department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation,  an  Illinois  Tech  affiliate. 
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Chicago  housewives  may  not  have  noticed  It,  but  they  had 
less  dusting  to  do  last  month  than  they've  had  during  any  March 
for  years. 

An  average  of  45,6  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on 
the  city  during  the  month — the  lowest  March  dustfall  in  the  11  years 
that  records  have  been  kept  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  next-cleanest  March  on  the  Foundation's  records  was 
recorded  in  1947,  with  57,9  tons  per  square  mile,  according  to 
Samuel  Radner,  research  chemical  engineer  at  ARF. 

The  month's  dustfall  dropped  considerably  from  February, 
with  60.4  tons  per  square  mile,  and  from  March  a  year  ago,  with 
66,5  tons. 

Radner  also  had  more  good  dustfall  news,  with  the  report  of 
an  over  all  25  per  cent  decrease  for  the  city  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1958.   Readings  for  the  first  three  months  of  this  year 
averaged  52.9  tons  per  square  mile,  compared  with  a  71-ton  average 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1957. 

Radner  noted  that  the  city's  South  Side  was  dirtier  in 

March  than  the  North  Side  was.   Excluding  the  Loop,  the  South 

Side  stations  recorded  an  average  of  48,5  tons  of  dust,  compared 

with  36.1  tons  for  the  North  Side.

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The  city's  lowest  readings  for  March  were  reported  by  the 
station  at  551  Grant  PI,,  with  21.8  tons,  the  station  at  7350 
Pratt  Ave.,  with  22  tons,  and  the  one  at  3312  Belle  Plaine  Ave., 
with  22,3  tons  per  square  mile.

Chidsago — Beryllium,  titanium,  vanadium,  chromium,  zirconium, 
niobium,  molybdenum,  tantalum,  and  tungsten. 

No  sorcerer's   incantation  above,  just  names  of  a  few 
materials  that  show  promise  of  playing  a  big  part  in  our  strange  new 
world  of  space,  speed,  and  nuclear  power.   You've  heard  them 
referred  to  as  the  "newer  metals." 

"The  rush  of  technological  developments,"  says  Dr.  Donald 
J.  McPherson,  manager  of  metals  research  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  "is  demanding  metals, 
and  alloys,  that  are  greatly  superior  in  strength  and  lightness, 
heat  resistance,  and  special  nuclear  properties." 

The  new  metals  are  not  new  discoveries,  McPherson  pointed 
out.   In  most  cases  they've  been  known  for  ages,  but  suddenly,  with 
research,  they  show  promise  of  becoming  tonnage  quantity  structural 
metals,  with  desired  properties  for  new  requirements  which 
scientists  are  posting. 

McPherson  groups  the  hopeful  metals  into  three  potential 
applications,  based  on  these  demands.   They  are: 

— Metals  for  moderate  temperature  use,  lower  than  many  current 

commercial  alloys,  but  which  may  provide  improvement  because  of 

lighter  weight  or  higher  strength-to-weight  ratio. 

-more- 
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— Metals  to  provide  adequate  structural  strength  at  temperatures 
beyond  those  of  the  current  commercial  alloys  (approximately  1700 
degrees  Fahrenheit), 

— Metals  sufficiently  transparent  to  thermal  or  intermediate 
speed  neutrons  to  be  of  use  in  the  structures  and  fuel  cladding 
of  nuclear  reactors. 

The  problem  of  metallurgists  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  newer 
metals,  with  few  exceptions,  are  both  refractory  (having  desired 
high  melting  points)  and  reactive  (having  undesired  high  temperature 
reaction  properties). 

"It  seems  that  Nature,  in  one  of  her  more  cantankerous 
moods,  decreed  that  refractory  metals  were  going  to  be  reactive. 
Sometimes  they're  even  reactive  when  they  aren't  so  refractory.   In 
either  case,  the  problem  makes  all  of  them  expensive. 

Reactivity  is  their  most  troublesome  problem.   Not  only 
does  it  make  extraction  from  their  ores,  melting,  and  m.ill 
processing  difficult,  but  it  limits  their  integrity  in  high 
temperature  service. 

The  other  serious  limitation  of  many  of  the  newer  metals 
is  a  tendency  to  brittleness  and  a  lack  of  workability  at  ordinary 
temperatures,  McPherson  pointed  out. 

All  of  the  Twost   hopeful  metals  have  one  or  both  of  these 

problems.   For  example,  only  beryllium  and  chromium  may  be 

considered  unreactive,  and  they  are  both  troubled  by  brittleness. 

Molybdenum  and  tungsten  are  both  reactive  and  deficient  in 

ductility.   The  extent  and  causes  of  these  problems  vary  quite 

significantly  among  the  metals. 
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The  thing  to  remember  is  that  the  new  metals  are  no 
panacea,  McPherson  said.   In  spite  of  their  bright  potential, 
they  have  problems  which  make  their  development  slow  and  tedious, 
and  may  make  them  very  costly. 

However,  today's  technological  demands  still  require  their 
properties.   Metallurgists  are  wasting  what  Nature  made  available 
if  they  do  not  develop  these  materials  which  have  been  dormant 
or  confined  to  specialty  uses  for  decades,  McPherson  said. 

And  there  is  continued  hope,  he  added,  that  tonnage  production, 
processing  know-how,  and  diabolical  new  techniques  may  lower  their 
costs,  as  well  as  make  them  available  for  more  conventional 
structural  applications. 
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Chicago — Wanted:  educated  guessers  with  training  as 
switchboard  operators  who  can  double  as  meter  readers,  draftsmen, 
and  mathematicians.   Experience  necessary. 

Almost  any  employment  agency  would  discourage  you  if  you 
tried  to  place  such  an  ad.   But  in  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's 
A-C  Network  Analyzer  laboratory,  such  men  are  at  work  all  year 
around, 

"When  a  power  company  wants  to  analyze  what  the  estimated 
peak  loads  on  transmission  lines  will  be  in  1965,  a  preliminary 
step  is  to  try  to  foresee  the  expected  consumption  of  electricity 
in  that  year,"  said  Evrett  B.  Eggers,  research  engineer  in  Illinois 
Tech's  electrical  engineering  department  whose  job  is  to  guide 
power  company  teams  in  using  the  huge  network  analyzer. 

This  "educated  guessing,"  plus  data  on  the  expected 
supply  of  power  in  1965,  is  diagrammed  for  an  entire  generating 
system  and  fed  into  the  analyzer. 

High  voltage  transmission  lines  are  represented  by  exactly 
proportional  small  voltage  and  currents  flowing  through  accurately 
calibrated  electrical  impedances  which  can  be  safely  manipulated, 
measured,  and  studied. 
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The  apparatus,  which  completely  covers  three  sides  of  a  30 
X  20-foot  room,  is  seven  feet  high  and  contains  what  appears  to  be 
the  switchboard  operators*  nightmare — hundreds  of  plug  lines 
interwoven  into  a  seemingly  impossible  network  of  rubber-covered 
wires. 

Although  it  appears  confusing,  explained  Eggers,  the 
analyzer  operators  know  exactly  which  units  represent  generators, 
transformers,  and  transmission  lines, 

A  large  power  system  sometimes  takes  as  long  as  a  day  to 
set  up  on  the  analyzer,  with  analysis  taking  a  week  to  two  weeks. 
Possible  combinations  of  power  transmission  are  tried  and,  if 
found  undesirable,  rearranged  to  be  analyzed  again. 

There  are  enough  circuits  to  represent  18  generating 
stations,  136  transmission  lines  or  transformers,  64  loads,  and 
36  variable  ratio  transformers. 

The  analyzer,  purchased  in  1944  by  IIT  and  several  cooperating 
power  companies,  is  one  of  approximately  40  in  the  country.   It  is 
used  by  the  companies  with  the  guidance  of  Eggers  and  several 
electrical  engineering  graduate  students,  who  are  trained  in  its 
use  through  the  electrical  engineering  power  option  curriculum  at  IIT, 

One  of  three  analyzers  in  the  Chicago  area,  the 
Westinghouse-built  apparatus  is  capable  of  containing  any  power 
system  in  miniature.   Complex  mathematical  problems  representing 
thousands  of  man-hours  of  work  are  done  by  the  analyzer  in  minutes, 
helping  to  give  power  companies  maximum  use  of  their  facilities 
and  provide  low-cost,  efficient  service, 
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The  analyzer's  miles  of  wiring  and  dozens  of  meters  give 
the  companies  data  which  allows  them  to  save  money  in  additions, 
improvements,  and  adjustments. 

The  flashing  red  and  amber  lights  and  bright  yellow  and 
green  tags  don't  always  indicate  that  a  survey  of  maximum-minimum 
power  loads  is  being  conducted,  however.   Short  circuit  surveys, 
disaster  condition  surveys,  and  the  best  methods  of  maintaining 
or  restoring  service  also  can  be  determined  by  the  analyzer 
through  the  use  of  a  'fault  board'  and  recording  table  developed 
at  IIT, 
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Chicago — Education  according  to  the  needs  of  the  times 
is  the  challenge  we  face  today,  rather  than  merely  to  provide 
educational  opportunities  to  large  numbers  of  students. 

This  is  the  opinion  of  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"Students  must  be  prepared  for  social  and  professional 
responsibility  to  the  fullest  extent  of  their  capabilities,"  he 
said. 

Rettaliata  pointed  out  that  forces  are  at  work  laying  the 
foundation  for  changes  that  will  reshape  our  way  of  life  and 
expand  our  economy  in  many  directions.   The  key  factors  in 
bringing  about  this  world  of  tomorrow  are  science  and  technology, 

"Billions  of  dollars  spent  annually  for  scientific 
research  and  development  are  bringing  changes  that  affect  the 
life  of  everyone,"  he  stated. 

"New  knowledge  and  new  applications  of  existing  knowledge, 
new  materials  and  new  processes  are  resulting  in  new  and  more 
products  for  daily  living,  and,  over  the  years,  are  multiplying 
the  numbers  of  opportunities  and  jobs,  and  improving  the 
incomes  of  the  individuals." 

-more- 
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The  advances  of  science  and  technology  also  are  bringing 
profound  changes  in  our  social  and  economic  orders  that  vitally 
affect  every  aspect  of  human  activity. 

Rettaliata  cited  the  modern  industrialist's  need  to 
understand  the  problems  and  implications  of  science  and  technology 
as  a  basis  for  decisions  which  affect  the  conduct  of  his 
business  and  relationships  with  other  industries. 

"The  public  generally  needs  better  understanding  of  the 
contributions  of  science  and  technology  to  our  way  of  life,  and 
the  facts  of  our  industrial  growth,"  he  said, 

"Scientists  and  engineers,  in  turn,  should  understand  the 
extent  to  which  their  work  affects  our  civilization.   They  should 
understand  and  accept  the  social  responsibilities  involved  in 
their  activities,  and  use  the  power  science  and  technology  have 
placed  in  their  hands  wisely  for  the  welfare  of  humanity." 

These  are  some  of  the  considerations  the  IIT  president 
included  in  the  idea  of  adequate  education  for  the  times  and  the 
proper  preparation  of  young  people  for  the  responsibilities  of 
adult  citizenship. 

"To  have  a  beneficial  relationship  with  our  industrial 
civilization,"  he  said,  "our  colleges  and  universities  must  not 
only  impart  knowledge  to  more  young  people  that  will  help  them 
find  the  best  answers  to  current  and  future  problems;  they  also 
must  guide  students  to  acquire,  through  balanced  education,  the 
greater  technical  competence  and  social  wisdom  that  are  required 
in  order  to  be  an  effective  participant  in  today's  complex  and 
crowded  world.

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"The  goal  of  education  must  be  to  give  the  scientist  and 
engineer  more  understanding  of  economics  and  the  implications  of 
history  and  the  arts,  and  the  student  pursuing  a  liberal  education 
a  proper  understanding  of  science  and  technology." 

Education  at  all  levels  must  plan  wisely  for  the  years 
ahead,  according  to  Rettaliata,   It  must  anticipate  a  continually 
changing  society,  a  growing  population,  an  expanding  economy, 
new  and  higher  standards  of  living,  and  more  leisure, 

"Education  is  a  continuous  process,  once  the  desire  to 
learn  is  awakened  in  the  formative  years,"  he  said, 

"We  must  give  the  student  the  tools  with  which  to  think. 
This,  in  many  cases,  will  stimulate  in  him  a  desire  to  think, 
and  thus  develop  the  discipline  which  thinking  requires, 

"To  achieve  this  goal,  we  must  start  with  the  child  and 
follow  through  with  the  high  school  and  college  student," 
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A  Chicago  scientist  was  honored  today  (May  2)  by  Ohio  State 
University  for  his  many  contributions  to  the  field  of  metallurgy 
and  metals  research. 

Dr.  Donald  J.  McPherson,  manager  of  metals  research  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  was  presented  one  of  five  "Distinguished  Alumnus"  awards 
by  the  OSU  college  of  engineering  at  the  fifth  annual  Conference 
for  Engineers  and  Architects. 

The  awards  were  established  in  1954  by  the  faculty  of  the 
college  of  engineering  to  recognize  distinguished  achievement  on 
the  part  of  engineering  alumni  for  significant  inventions,  important 
research  or  design,  administrative  leadership,  or  genius  in  pro- 
duction, 

McPherson 's  award  was  presented  for  his  "outstanding  achieve- 
ments in  research  and  development  of  high- temperature  alloys, 
for  his  creative  advancements  in  the  methods  of  metals  research, 
for  his  leadership  in  the  field  of  institutional  research,  and  for 
his  contributions  to  the  advancement  in  the  technology  of  our 
nation." 

McPherson,  selected  in  1956  as  one  of  the  outstanding  young 
men  of  Chicago  by  the  Junior  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry, 
has  been  a  staff  member  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  since  1950.

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He  has  been  active  In  the  alloy  development  of  titanium, 
zirconltun,  vanadium,  uranium,  niobium,  cobalt,  and  magnesium  and 
copper.   In  the  last  decade  he  has  been  the  author  or  co-author 
of  25  publications  In  the  area  of  metallugy. 

He  also  has  lectured  and  taught  courses  at  New  York  University 
and  Illinois  Tech„ 

McPherson  is  a  member  of  six  important  committees  of  the 
Materials  Advisory  Board  for  the  National  Research  Council  and  a 
sub-committee  on  power  plant  materials  for  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  for  Aeronautics. 

He  also  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  titanium  committee  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Mining,  Metallurgical,  and  Petroleum 
Engineers, 

A  native  of  Columbus,  McPherson  now  resides  with  his  wife  and 
family  at  1306  Braeburn  Rd,,  Flossmoor,  111.

Dro  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  voiced  this  opinion  today  (May  5)  at  the  Eighth  Annual 
Youth  Citizenship  luncheon  of  the  YMCA  of  Metropolitan  Chicago  in 
the  Palmer  House o 

Speaking  on  "Citizenship  Responsibilities — An  Adult's  Point 
of  View,"  the  engineering  educator  addressed  civic,  business,  and 
industrial  leaders  as  well  as  young  men  and  women  participating  iu 
the  Y's  citizenship  educational  program, 

"Scientific  advances  have  placed  a  great  power  in  the  hands 
of  man,"  he  said. 

"That  power  must  be  used  wisely  to  make  the  world  a  better 
place  in  which  to  live.   This  is  the  responsibility  which  you  young 
men  and  women,  and  others  throughout  the  land,  must  prepare  to 
accept  as  adult  citizens, 

"In  my  opinion,  Uorld  War  III  will  never  happen,"  Rettaliata 
said,   "The  certainty  of  retaliatory  annihilation  of  an  aggressor 
nation  will  be  the  deterrent  to  any  global  conflict,  V/e  may  still 
witness  limited  skirmishes  between  nations  but  nothing  of  great 
magnitude.  As  I  see  it,  no  nation  will  ever  use  the  hydrogen 
bomb  against  an  enemy," 

-more- 
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Urging  the  young  people  to  continue  their  formal  education 
beyond  high  school,  he  pointed  out  that  the  well-educated  person 
"is  better  equipped  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  life  in  any  field 
of  activity,  whether  it  be  in  business  or  industry,  the  professio::s 
or  the  arts,  in  social  service,  or  in  politics  where  there  is  need 
of  capable  people,  possessing  broad  vision,  to  improve  the  quality 
of  government." 

He  also  pointed  out  that,  over  a  lifetime,  the  average 
college  graduate  will  earn  over  $100,000  more  than  his  high  schccl 
classmates  who  did  not  continue  education  beyond  the  12th  grade. 

Factors  providing  opportunities  for  acquiring  advanced 
education  were  cited  by  Rettaliata  as: 

— A  steadily  increasing  number  of  scholarships, 
— The  shortened  v/ork  week  providing  greater  opportunity  to 
continue  studies  in  evening  classes  while  working  at  full-time  jobs, 

— Evening  and  extension  courses  conducted  by  colleges  and 
universities. 

The  economy  of  the  future  will  need  increasing  numbers  of 
broadly  educated  people,  according  to  the  IIT  president. 

"Our  social  and  economic  orders  are  becoming  more  complex," 
he  said,  "and  advances  in  science  and  technology  are  bringing 
changes  that  affect  the  lives  of  all  of  the  people. 

"More  and  more,  corporation  executives  and  others  must  be 
informed  on  many  aspects  of  our  economy  as  a  basis  for  sound 
decisions „"

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The  scientist  or  engineer  must  be  informed  in  other  areas 
embracing  literature,  history,  economics,  political  science  and 
other  subjects  relating  to  the  liberal  arts  field,  he  added,,   It 
is  equally  important  that  students  educated  in  liberal  arts  progr-ais 
understand  the  contributions  and  problems  of  science  and  technology, 

Rettaliata  also  pointed  out  that,  for  the  first  time  in 
history,  science  and  technology  are  bringing  abundance  for  all 
within  reach  of  attainment, 

"And  in  doing  so,"  he  said,  "they  have  done  more  to  lessen 
class  hatred  and  class  envy,  and  to  remove  class  distinctions, 
than  all  the  labors  of  the  socialist  dreamers, 

"It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  socialism  consists 
essentially  of  a  leveling  down  process,  America  is  showing  the 
v;orld  how  all  men  may  be  leveled  up," 
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Facilities  of  the  chemistry  department  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  have  been  expanded  to  include 
a  large  reading  room  for  students  and  faculty.

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Komarewsky,  a  native  of  Russia,  was  one  of  a  select 
group  invited  to  come  to  the  U.S.  in  1931  to  work  for  the  American 
petroleum  industry.   Their  work  on  the  processes  of  polymerization, 
alkylation,  and  isomerization  contributed  to  the  development 
of  high-octane  aviation  gasoline,  responsible  in  large  part 
for  the  Allied  air  superiority  in  World  War  II. 

In  1936,  Komarewsky  founded  the  nation's  first  university 
laboratory  for  teaching  catalytic  phenomena  at  Illinois  Tech.

Kilpatrick,  a  specialist  in  chemical  kinetics  and  electrolytic 
solutions,  has  done  research  at  New  York  University  and  was  a 
National  Research  Fellow  at  Johns  Hopkins  and  the  University  of 
Copenhagen. 

He  also  was  consultant  and  coordinator  on  hydrogen  peroxide 
for  the  U.  S.  Navy  Bureau  of  Ordnance  and  was  a  1953  Fulbright 
Research  Scholar  in  Denmark. 

His  teaching  experience  includes  the  City  College  of  New 
York,  Vassar  College,  Duke  University,  and  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania, 

A  graduate  of  the  City  College  of  New  York,  he  received  his 

master's  degree  from  Columbia  University  and  his  Ph.  D,  from  New 
York  University.

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Chicago — New  developments  in  the  science  of  spectroscopy 
will  be  described  by  leaders  in  the  field  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad  at  the  9th  annual  Symposium  on  Spectroscopy  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  June  9-11. 

The  symposium,  a  highlight  of  "Spectroscopy  Week  in  Chicago 
(June  8-14)/'  proclaimed  recently  by  Mayor  Richard  J.  Daley,  will 
be  held  in  the  Pick-Congress  hotel  under  sponsorship  of  the  American 
Association  of  Spectrographers . 

Twenty-eight  technical  papers,  four  seminars,  and  three  "ask 
the  experts"  sessions  will  comprise  the  three-day  program. 

The  latter,  scheduled  for  the  evenings  of  June  9  and  10,  are 
sessions  to  which  members  of  the  audience  may  submit  for  discussion 
problems  relating  to  the  use  of  spectroscopy  in  the  respective 
activities. 

Exploration  into  space  is  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
spectroscopy  as  an  analytical  tool  for  determining  the  chemical 
composition  of  space  bodies,  it  is  pointed  out  by  Symposium  Coordinator 
Henry  H.  Hettel,  research  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 
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Hettel  added  that  spectroscopy,  the  fastest  known  method  of 
chemical  analysis,  is  being  used  increasingly  in  industry  as  a 
means  of  production  control,  and  in  industrial  research.

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Dr.  Phil  S.  Shurrager,  professor  and  chairman  of  the  psychology 
and  education  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has 
been  selected  to  give  this  year's  Distinguished  Faculty  Lecture  for 
the  Illinois  Tech  chapter  of  the  Society  of  Sigma  XI, 

Shurrager  will  speak  on  "Some  Biochemical  and  Physical 
Correlates  of  Light  and  Dark  Adaptation"  at  8  p.m.  Wednesday,  May  21, 
in  the  auditorium  of  Slegel  Hall,  3301  S.  Dearborn  St.   The  lecture 
is  open  to  the  public. 

His  address  will  deal  with  the  results  of  his  research  in  the 
field  of  vision.   He  has  been  concerned  principally  with  changes 
in  the  biochemistry  of  the  vitreous  humour  of  mammalian  eyes  as 
related  to  psychological  phenomena  during  light  and  dark  adaptation.

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Chicago — i^ll  poor  instruction  is  not  confined  to  pre-collega 
teaching,  a  college  educator  said  today  (Hay  20) . 

"Less  attention  is  paid  to  teaching  skills  and  abilities  at 
the  college  level  than  at  primary  or  secondary  schools,"  said  Irof . 
John  J.  /hern,  director  of  the  fire  protection  and  safety 
engineering  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Speaking  on  "Mucation — Our  Future  Insurance,"  /hern 
addressed  the  Society  of  .?ire  Protection  llngineers  in  the  Flidland 
Hotel  here.   The  luncheon  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  v/ith  the 
32nd  annual  convention  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association. 

"Much  greater  attention  must  be  given  to  improving 
teaching  in  the  colleges,  if  we  are  to  attain  our  goal  of 
salvaging  our  potential  mental  strength,"  /hern  observed. 

Commenting  on  the  need  for  more  college  graduates  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  the  future,  he  expressed  concern  over  the 
insufficient  number  of  qualified  students  enrolling  as  college 
freshmen. 

Only  40  out  of  every  100  of  the  best  students  graduating 
from  high  schools  go  on  to  college,  he  pointed  out.   Of  the  40  who 
do  go  on  to  college,  as  high  as  60  per  cent  fail  to  finish. 

"These  figures  tell  the  story  of  our  lack  of  college 

graduates,"  Ahern  said, 

,-  /,>«  /-„  -more- 
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■■'hile  students  fail  to  finish  college  for  many  reasons — 
ranging  from  marriage  to  family  difficulties — a  high  percentage 
drop  out  because  of  failing  grades,  according  to  the  IIT  professor, 

"In  schools  where  entrance  examinations  are  not  required 
and  entrance  requirements  are  relatively  low,  a  high  mortality 
rate  can  be  explained,"  said  Ahern, 

"However,"  he  pointed  out,  "in  schools  with  stiff  entrance 
examinations  and  high  entrance  requirements,  a  high  mortality  rate 
must  of  necessity  indicate  either  poor  testing  or  pwor  instruction 
Of  these  two,  the  most  probable  is  poor  instruction." 

"Here  is  the  basic  fault  for  which  educational  institutions 
must  shoulder  the  blame," 

The  emergence  of  the  Russian  satellites,  by  striking  a 
blow  at  American  pride,  gave  a  tremendous  impetus  to  the  need 
for  increased  educational  opportunities,  according  to  Ahern. 

"It  becomes  apparent  that  the  future  needs  of  this  country 
will  require  more  college  graduates  of  all  types,  not  just 
scientists  and  engineers,"  he  said. 

"Each  technical  advance  brings  a  need  for  better  management 
personnel,  better  accountants,  more  liberal  arts  majors,"  he 
noted,  "for  it  is  equally  important  that  we  learn  to  live  with 
our  technical  society."

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X-ray  diffraction  analysis  will  be  the  subject  of  a  special 
course  this  summer  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technologjy,  Chicago. 

The  two-week  course  is  designed  to  provide  training  in  the 
use  of  x-rays  on  polycrystalline  or  powdered  materials  for  the 
identification  of  unknown  compositions,  determination  of  particle 
sizes,  and  other  analytical  purposes,  according  to  Dr.  Leonid  V. 
Azaroff,  associate  professor  of  metallurgical  engineering  at  IIT. 

Offered  from  June  9  to  20,  the  full-time  day  course  will 
consist  of  lectures  and  closely  supervised  laboratory  exercises. 
The  most  up-to-date  powder  cameras  and  counter  dif f ractometers  will 
be  used. 

The  non-credit  course,  which  is  limited  to  16  students,  has 
no  prerequisites.   Housing  will  be  available  for  the  two-week  period 
at  Illinois  Tech. 

Text  for  the  industrial  extension  course  is  "The  Powder 
Method  in  X-Ray  Crystallography,"  by  Azaroff  and  Martin  J.  Buerger, 
professor  of  mineralogy  and  crystallography  at  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology. 
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Chicago — ;A11  poor  instruction  is  not  confined  to  pre-college 
teaching,  a  college  educator  said  today  (May  20) . 

"Less  attention  is  paid  to  teaching  skills  and  abilities  at 
the  college  level  than  at  primary  or  secondary  schools,"  said  I-'rof. 
John  J.  /hern,  director  of  the  fire  protection  and  safety 
engineering  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Speaking  on  "Education — Our  Future  Insurance,"  i^hern 
addressed  the  Society  of  ?ire  Protection  llngineers  in  the  Midland 
Hotel  here.   The  luncheon  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
S2nd  annual  convention  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association. 

"Much  greater  attention  must  be  given  to  improving 
teaching  in  the  colleges,  if  we  are  to  attain  our  goal  of 
salvaging  our  potential  mental  strength,"  /hern  observed. 

Commenting  on  the  need  for  more  college  graduates  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  the  future,  he  expressed  concern  over  the 
insufficient  number  of  qualified  students  enrolling  as  college 
freshmen. 

Only  40  out  of  every  100  of  the  best  students  graduating 

from  high  schools  go  on  to  college,  he  pointed  out.   Of  the  40  who 

do  go  on  to  college,  as  high  as  60  per  cent  fail  to  finish. 

"These  figures  tell  the  story  of  our  lack  of  college 

I 
graduates,"  Ahern  said. 
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k  T.'hile  students  fail  to  finish  college  for  many  reasorls-^- 

ranging  from  marriage  to  family  difficulties — a  high  percentage 
drop  out  because  of  failing  grades,  according  to  the  IIT  professor. 

"In  schools  where  entrance  examinations  are  not  required 
and  entrance  requirements  are  relatively  low,  a  high  mortality 
rate  can  be  explained,"  said  Ahern, 

"However,"  he  pointed  out,  "in  schools  with  stiff  entrance 
examinations  and  high  entrance  requirements,  a  high  mortality  rate 
must  of  necessity  indicate  either  poor  testing  or  pwor  instruction. 
Of  these  two,  the  most  probable  is  poor  instruction." 

"Here  is  the  basic  fault  for  which  educational  institutions 
must  shoulder  the  blame," 

The  emergence  of  the  Russian  satellites,  by  striking  a 
blow  at  i'merican  pride,  gave  a  tremendous  impetus  to  the  need 
for  increased  educational  opportunities,  according  to  Ahern. 

"It  becomes  apparent  that  the  future  needs  of  this  country 
will  require  more  college  graduates  of  all  types,  not  just 
scientists  and  engineers,"  he  said.

The  new  curriculum  is  designed  to  satisfy  growing  demands 
from  industry  and  government  for  men  trained  to  develop  and  apply 
fundamental  engineering  knowledge,  Owens  said. 

"As  a  result  of  this  basic  training  in  engineering  and 
science,  Illinois  Tech  will  produce  an  engineer-scientist  who  is 
capable  of  working  in  many  fields,  including  relatively  new  ones 
such  as  automation,  electromechanical  computation,  and  rocket  and 
nuclear  research,"  he  explained. 

Dr.  Peter  Chiarulli,  chairman  of  the  IIT  mechanics  department, 
will  administer  the  program. 

Planned  to  serve  the  needs  of  engineering  students  who  have 
a  definite  aptitude  for  mathematics  and  science,  the  program  will 
provide  the  best  possible  training  for  research,  development,  and 
high  grade  design  work  in  engineering,  said  Chiarulli. 
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Under  the  new  program,  courses  in  the  engineering  sciences — 
heat  transfer,  thermodynamics,  electrical  theory,  properties  of 
materials,  and  advanced  mechanics — will  be  stressed. 

An  integral  part  of  the  curriculum  is  elective  sequences 
which  produce  a  concentration  in  an  engineering  or  science  field. 
This  concentration  enables  the  graduating  student  to  advance  either 
to  industry  or  to  graduate  school  in  that  particular  field.

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Ground  will  be  broken  Sunday,  June  8,  for  a  $200,000  men's 
housing  unit  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  ground-breaking  ceremony  will  begin  at  3  p.m.  on  the 
site  of  the  proposed  building,  60  E.  34th  St. 

The  unit  will  be  the  23rd  new  building  to  be  constructed 
at  IIT  since  1940  when  Lewis  Institute  and  Armour  Institute   of 
Technology  were  merged  to  create  Illinois  Tech,  according  to 
Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  IIT. 

It  is  the  first  of  10  small  housing  units  to  be  built  at 
IIT  to  house  groups  of  approximately  50  full-time  day  students,  he 
said. 

Slated  for  occupancy  in  February,  1959,  the  three-story 
building  will  feature  separation  of  living  and  recreational 
facilities  from  study  rooms  and  sleeping  quarters. 

Large  dormitories  on  the  second  and  third  floors  will  be 
supplemented  by  a  series  of  two-man  study  rooms.  A  library, 
lounge,  and  housemother's  quarters  will  occupy  the  first  floor, 
with  a  dining  room,  kitchen,  recreation  room,  and  meeting  room 
in  an  English  basement. 
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Thirty-six  feet  high,  the  building  will  measure  87  feet 
long  and  36  feet  wide.   The  structure  will  conform  with  the  overall 
campus  architecture  with  a  facade  of  buff  brick,  large  decorative 
panels  of  stone,  aluminum  windows,  and  suspended  acoustical  ceiling, 
Architect  is  Karl  M,  Schmid. 
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Chicago — Take  an  acoustical  celling  and  force  air  through 
the  holes  In  the  tile.   What  do  you  get?  A  ventilating  system 
that  absorbs  sound. 

Physicists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  have  demonstrated  that  airflow  through 
holes  creates  acoustic  resistance  and,  consequently,  sound 
absorption. 

This  disclosure  Indicates  several  possible  commercial 
applications.  Including  a  combined  acoustical  and  ventilating 
system,  according  to  Guy  J.  Sanders,  supervisor  of  the  noise  and 
vibration  control  section  of  the  ARF  physics  research  department. 

Duct  silencers.  Jet  engine  test  cells,  automobile  mufflers, 
and  sound  traps  for  home  air  conditioners  were  other  applications 
cited  by  Sanders. 

"It  had  been  established  tentatively  during  previous 
experiments  that  sound  absorption  could  be  created  by  DC  airflow," 
Sanders  said.   "However,  no  rigorous  tests  had  been  made  to 
positively  confirm  this  phenomenon." 
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A  Foundation-sponsored  project  was  set  up  to  conclusively 
prove  or  disprove  the  existence  of  the  phenomenon.   Results   of 
the  experimental  work  revealed  that  acoustic  resistance  due  to 
airflow  is  created  by  the  conversion  of  acoustic  (sound)  energy 
to  thermal  (heat)  energy  at  the  ends  of  the  holes. 

The  effect  of  airflow  on  the  resistance  of  a  perforated 
plate  was  measured  to  determine  the  cause  for  creation  of  acoustic 
resistance.   It  was  discovered  that  the  turbulence  at  the  inlet 
and  outlet  restricts  the  flow  of  sound  through  the  hole. 

The  creation  of  sound  absorption  by  airflow  provides 
another  technique  for  improved  sound  control,  Sanders  pointed  out. 

The  principle  could  be  applied  to  factories  and  office 
buildings  to  provide  industry  with  a  more  economical  method  of 
combined  ventilation  and  sound  control.   Dropped  ceilings  of 
perforated  pan  could  be  constructed,  eliminating  the  need  for 
sound  absorbing  material  on  top  of  the  pan.   By  splitting  ceiling 
space  in  half,  air  could  be  forced  through  one  section,  with  the 
other  section  serving  as  an  intake,  to  provide  both  ventilation 
and  increased  sound  absorption. 
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Chicago — Today's  engineering  graduates  are  facing  problems 
that  didn't  bother  Grandpa  when  he  left  his  alma  mater, 

"The  'graduate  from  college,  find  a  home-town  job,  and 
live  happily  ever  after'  myth  has  been  shattered  by  today's 
society,"  said  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Owens,  dean  of  engineering  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology, 

"Today,  it  is  the  rule,  rather  than  the  exception,  for  the 
young  engineer  to  take  a  job  in  a  new  community,  he  added. 
"Today's  graduates  must  plan  to  develop  within  their  professional 
fields,  continue  their  education  in  science  and  the  humanities,  and 
orient  themselves — and  their  wives — in  the  new  town," 

Quoting  the  Engineers'  Council  for  Professional  Development, 
Owens  explained  that  the  first  five  years  after  leaving  college 
is  undoubtedly  the  most  critical  period  of  a  young  engineer's 
career, 

"While  a  dogmatic  curriculum  in  college  forces  a  student  to 
work,  he  should  realize  that  voluntary  cooperation  in  his  industrial 
orientation  may  be  even  more  important  to  him,"  he  warned, 
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Owens  stressed  the  importance  of  self  appraisal  and  a  resulting 
planned  program  of  growth,  Including  continuation  of  formal 
education,  either  for  an  advanced  degree  or  to  keep  abreast  of 
current  engineering  developments.   He  also  urged  professional 
identification  for  the  engineer  through  membership  in  his  field's 
engineering  society, 

"Today's  engineer  no  longer  can  be  just  a  specialist  who 
can  transform  theories  into  action.   He  also  must  be  a  man 
cognizant  of  the  human  factor  and  its  relationship  to  his  work," 
he  said. 

"Getting  along  with  people  is  not  only  an  important  step 
in  integration  into  a  community,  but  also  an  aid  to  job  advancement," 
he  said.   "The  progressive  corporation,  realizing  that  a  company's 
best  asset  is  its  trainees,  will  take  steps  to  integrate  the  new 
couple  into  the  community  and  introduce  the  newcomers  to 
recreational,  cultural,  and  professional  aspects  of  community  life, 

"But  the  greatest  part  of  the  burden  naturally  rests  with 
the  couple  itself.   If  the  wife  is  unhappy  in  a  new  town,  her 
unhappiness  invariably  shows  up  in  the  husband's  work,"  Owens 
added. 

He  recommended  becoming  reasonably  active  in  church,  PTA, 
and  community  affairs  as  one  of  the  best  cures  for  a  feeling 
of  "not  belonging." 
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Chicago — Suppose  you  needed  some  octamethylpyrophosphoramide 
in  a  hurry,  and  you  didn't  know  where  it  was  available. 

If  you  ever  had  to  look  for  it,  or  for  that  matter  some 
dimethylhydroxylamine,  or  isophthalaldehyde,  or  trinaphthylmethane, 
your  best  bet  would  be  to  call  the  National  Registry  of  Rare 
Chemicals. 

That's  a  free  clearing  house  for  information  on  such  things, 
namely  about  36,000  hard-to-find  chemicals  and  chemical  compounds, 
filed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

For  more  than  15  years,  the  NRRC  has  been  filling  requests 
from  around  the  world  for  information  on  sources  of  rare 
chemicals.   More  than  30,000  queries  have  been  handled — from 
businesses,  governments,  individuals,  other  research  laboratories, 
colleges  and  universities,  and  even  drug  stores. 

Experiencing  difficulty  in  locating  rarely  used  chemicals, 
and  recognizing  that  this  was  not  a  unique  experience.  Armour 
Research  Foundation  established  the  registry  in  1942  as  one  of  its 
public  service  activities, 
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Last  year,  the  registry  received  3,217  inquiries  concerning 
6,573  compounds  not  regularly  listed  in  supply  catalogs.   An 
average  of  about  25  letters,  telegrams,  cablegrams,  and  telephone 
calls  are  received  daily  seeking  information  about  any  number 
of  strange-sounding  chemicals. 

Typical  requests  range  from  a  letter  from  a  government 
agency,  asking  for  the  whereabouts  of  methoxy-DL-tyrssine,  to  a 
corporation  in  Louisville,  Ky,,  looking  for  dicyclohexylammonium 
nitrate. 

There  are  others,  beyond  the  realm  of  the  registry,  like 
the  recent  request  from  a  medical  student  wanting  to  know  where  he 
might  find  some  fresh  frozen  whale  th3rmus  glands. 

The  registry  is  not  a  storehouse  of  chemicals,  points  out  its 
director,  Richard  H.  Grouse,  ARF  senior  scientist.  The  only  stored 
material  is  the  voluminous  file  of  cards  listing  sources  of 
chemicals,  which  is  being  expanded  continually.  From  this,  the 
staff  can  answer  directly  about  75  per  cent  of  all  requests 
received. 

Some  requests  are  filled  from  leads  provided  by  experts 
in  various  fields  who  may  be  working  with  the  same  or  similar 
compounds.   Others  may  be  found  by  a  check  of  all  catalogs  and 
chemical  journals  of  the  last  10  years  for  possible  reports  of 
research  on  the  item. 
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As  a  last  resort,  the  registry  publishes  notices  requesting 
information  concerning  the  chemical  in  various  scientific  Journals. 
There  are  cases,  too,  Grouse  pointed  out,  where  a  scientist  has 
been  assisted  Just  as  much  by  the  knowledge  that  a  compound  is 
not  available. 

The  widespread  interest  in  its  efforts  to  assist 
scientific  workers  throughout  the  world  is  reflected  in  the  large 
number  of  contributions  of  source  information  which  are  now 
received  by  the  registry. 

And  impossible  to  estimate  is  the  amount  of  time  saved 
the  scientist.   Frequently  he  may  need  less  than  a  gram  of  a 
certain  chemical,  but  its  preparation  or  tracking  down  its 
location  might  have  caused  him  weeks  of  work, 
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Chicago — How  to  control  noise  in  Jet  airliners  will  be 
among  major  problems  to  be  considered  at  the  9th  annual  National 
Noise  Abatement  Symposium  to  be  held  here  on  Oct.  9  and  10. 

The  meeting,  to  be  held  at  the  Hotel  Sherman,  is  sponsored 
by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  conjunction  with  a  number  of  professional  associations. 

Other  major  topics  scheduled  for  discussion  include  control 
of  industrial  noise,  and  the  reduction  or  elimination  of  noise 
in  manufactured  consumer  products  and  appliances. 

Twelve  or  more  papers  will  be  presented  by  specialists  in 
noise  control  and  reduction  during  the  two  day  meeting. 

Co-sponsore  with  Armour  Research  Foundation  are  the 
Acoustical  Society  of  America,  American  Society  of  Safety  Engineers, 
National  Noise  Abatement  Council,  American  Society  of  Planning 
Officials,  American  Industrial  Hygiene  Association,  Acoustical 
Materials  Association,  and  Noise  Control  Magazine.

"The  general  application  of  sound  equipment  policies  also 
is  basic  to  the  continued  industrial  leadership  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  bound  inextricably  into  our  national  security," 
he  said. 

"Thus,  a  better  understanding  of  techniques  and  applications 
of  equipment  policy  at  one  and  the  same  time  serves  private 
enterprise  and  fulfills  a  compelling  public  interest.

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"Finally,  the  program  is  most  timely  in  light  of  the 
current  emphasis  on  modernization  of  facilities  to  realize  higher 
levels  of  productivity  and  cost-saving  opportunities," 

Rettaliata  stated  that  the  work  of  the  National  Center 
is  directed  toward  two  main  groups — educators  and  executives  or 
potential  executives  in  business  and  industry, 

"The  lack  of  adequate  courses  and  related  programs  in  the 
field  of  equipment  policy  has  been  one  cause  for  the  shortage  of 
trained  equipment  analysts.   Up-to-date  equipment  analysis 
information  is  virtually  impossible  to  obtain  in  some  localities," 
he  said. 

The  projected  program  of  the  National  Center  will  include 
courses  in  engineering  economics  and  equipment  policy. 
Approximately  100  companies  already  have  sent  representatives  to 
such  courses  at  IIT  since  1953, 

To  supplement  this  program  and  make  it  available  on  a 
national  basis,  the  Center  will  continue  to  co-sponsor  two-day 
conferences  at  which  the  latest  information  regarding  scientific 
techniques  for  allocating  capital  expenditures  will  be  made 
available  to  industry. 

Funds  for  continuation  of  the  National  Center  have  been 
provided  by  the  Machinery  and  Allied  Products  Institute  and  the 
Council  for  Technological  Advancement,  To  assume  continuous 
liaison  between  the  sponsoring  organizations  and  the  National 
Center,  an  advisory  committee  composed  of  a  group  of  outstanding 
industrialists  and  educators  has  been  appointed.

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Chicago — Enrollment  in  the  1958  summer  session  of  the 
Institute  of  Gas  Technology  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
is  the  largest  in  the  seven-year  history  of  the  session, 

A  total  of  119  men,  gas  engineers  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  and  from  England,  Pakistan,  and  Hawaii 
are  enrolled  in  the  session,  according  to  Dr.  Rex  T.  Ellington, 
IGT  education  program  chairman. 

The  summer  session  is  divided  into  intensive  three-week 
courses,  each  covering  one  of  the  general  fields  of  natural 
gas  operations — production  and  processing,  transmission, 
distribution,  and  fuel  utilization. 

Enrollments  are  limited  to  30  men  in  each  course  for 
maximum  effectiveness  in  discussing  problems  and  operating  methods. 
Authorities  from  industry  lead  discussions  on  topics  of  particular 
current  interest.

More  than  50  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  students  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  just  that  in  IIT's  45th  annual  summer 
surveying  camp  at  Camp  Armour,  400  miles  north  of  Chicago  near 
Boulder  Junction,  Wis. 

Field  practice  in  surveying  on  property  leased  from  the 
Wisconsin  Department  of  Conservation  will  teach  the  students  the 
use  of  surveying  instruments  as  well  as  basic  theory  and  methods, 
according  to  Prof.  Elmer  I,  Fiesenheiser,  director  of  the  civil 
engineering  department. 

After  working  hours,  swimming,  boating,  fishing,  volleyball, 
water  skiing,  and  other  summer  outdoor  sports  are  made  available 
to  the  students. 

After  three  weeks  of  class  preparation  on  the  Illinois 
Tech  campus,  the  men  will  survey  44  hours  a  week  from  June  30 
to  Aug.  1,  explained  Fiesenheiser. 

All  civil  engineering  students  are  required  to  take  the 
course,  usually  between  their  freshman  and  sophomore  years  at  IIT. 
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
